EU Backs 
Economic 
Overhaul 

Far-reaching proposal seeks 
global market regulations 

BERLIN I European leaders mounted a unit- 
ed front against the global financial crisis 
Sunday, proposing sweeping new market 
regulations, but it remained unclear whether 
economic giants such as the United States 
and China would go along. 

Heads of government and finance min- 
isters from Europe’s larg- 
est economies joined 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel in Berlin to lay the 
groundwork for a com- 
mon European position on 
economic reforms before 
an April 2 summit of the 
Group of 20 nations in 
London. “Europe will own up to its responsi- 
bility in the world,” Merkel told reporters. 

Leaders from Britain, France, Germany, 
Italy, Luxembourg, Spain, the Netherlands 
and the Czech Republic agreed to press for 
sanctions on tax havens, caps for manag- 
ers’ bonus payments, and a stronger role 
and increased funding for the International 
Monetary Fund. While the plans were 
based on an agenda adopted by the G-20 in 
November, the measures announced Sunday 
were more far-reaching and concrete. 

However, analysts say other G-20 members, 
including the U.S., China, Japan and develop- 
ing nations like India and Brazil, may not share 
Europe’s zeal for blanket global regulations. “I 
see the US. as wary of giving away powers of 
oversight and regulation,” said Robert Brusca 
of Fact and Opinion Economics, (ap)

MODESTO, CALIF. I In the first weeks 
after her only daughter disappeared, 
grief hit Susan Levy so hard she 
could not move from a fetal position 
on the living room couch. 

By the time Chandra Levy’s skull 
and bones were found in a park in 
the nation’s capital a year later, her 
mother had found enough strength 
to dial Washington police detectives 
to ask why it was taking so long to 
find her daughter’s killer. 

Now, eight years after Chandra 
Levy’s death, Susan Levy said the

planned to arrest a Salvadoran 
immigrant in the slaying may resolve 
the crime, but it will do nothing to 
stem her family’s heartache.

Hobbled by pain, the Levys 
explored Buddhism, Hinduism and 
Christianity, and Chandra Levy’s 
father began keeping a log of signs 
that his daughter’s spirit was present 
— small things, such as a rainbow 
after a storm, or her godmother’s 
dream that Chandra Levy wanted 
to send her parents a message. 

But as with many families strug- 
gling with the slow course of the 
justice system, the Levys have been 
largely left alone to work through 
their unanswered questions. 

On Saturday, after hours of inter- 
views, an exhausted Susan Levy said 
she was doing all she could to honor 
her daughter’s passion for justice and 
law enforcement. “We are just one 
family that has gone through this. 
How many other families have cold 
cases that are unsolved and are still 
looking for answers?” she said. “This 
is bittersweet. I still don’t know if jus- 
tice will be done.”

President set to outline 
steps to halve federal 
deficit within 4 years 

WASHINGTON | President Obama 
moves into a week that will test his 
political and economic artistry as he 
pushes forward with plans to spend 
unprecedented hundreds of billions 
to rescue the collapsing economy 
while also promising to cut Amer- 
ica’s record budget deficit. 

The new administration will 
outline spending cuts to halve the 
federal budget deficit in four years 
by cutting Iraq war spending, rais- 
ing taxes on wealthy Americans and 
turning efficiency experts loose on 
government outlays, an administra- 
tion official said on Saturday. 

Cutting the budget — a move 
Obama brought up in his weekly mes- 
sage to Americans Saturday — is sure 
to stir anger among liberal Democrats 
who want to restore robust spending 
on social programs.

AP: Military Nonprofit 
Is Stockpiling Millions 


Investigation reveals 
eharity’s funds swell as 
families faee hardships 

FORT BLISS, TEXAS I As soldiers 
stream home from Iraq and Afghan- 
istan, the biggest charity inside the 
U.S. military has been stockpiling 
tens of millions of dollars meant 
to help put returning fighters back 
on their feet, an Associated Press 
investigation shows. 

Between 2003 and 2007 — as 
many military families dealt with 
long war deployments and increased 
numbers of home foreclosures — 
Army Emergency Relief grew into 
a $345 million behemoth. During 


those years, the charity packed away 
$117 million into its own reserves 
while spending just $64 million 
on direct aid, according to an AP 
analysis of its tax records. 

Tax-exempt and legally separate 
from the military, AER projects a 
facade of independence but really 
operates under Army control. 

The massive nonprofit — funded 
predominantly by troops — allows 
superiors to squeeze soldiers for con- 
tributions; forces struggling soldiers 
to repay loans — sometimes delay- 
ing transfers and promotions; and 
too often violates its own rules by 
rewarding donors, such as giving 
free passes from physical training,

Jindal leads chorus 
opposed to Obamas 
financial rescue plan 

WASHINGTON I Governors usually 
don’t argue about whether they 
should take money from the fed- 
eral government, just how much 
they should get. Yet some execu- 
tives are divided over President 
Obama’s economic stimulus plan 
and whether the billions it offers 
is a good deal. 

Gov. Haley Barbour, R-Miss., 
has said he is considering turning 
down millions of dollars in unem- 
ployment aid because it would 
force his state to raise taxes when 
the stimulus money runs out by 
putting in place a tax on employ- 
ers. Louisiana Republican Gov. 
Bobby Jindal shares that concern

about strings attached to stimu- 
lus dollars and the plan’s overall 
approach to dealing with the eco- 
nomic crisis. 

“I don’t think the best way to do 
that is for the government to tax 
and borrow more money,” Jindal 
said Sunday on “Meet the Press” 
on NBC. 

Republican governors in town 
for the National Governors Asso- 
ciation meeting played down a split 
over the stimulus plan. Florida Gov. 
Charlie Crist was among those who 


said they are behind the plan even 
if they have qualms about it. 

“There are times when you’re 
in a crisis and we all need to work 
together in order to get through 
those crises. And I think that this 
is one of those times,” Crist said 
on NBC. 

One congressman announced 
legislation Sunday to make it easier 
for states that want the money to 
get a share of the funds others pass 
up. Rep. Anthony Weiner, D-N.Y., 
said his proposal would reallocate 
funds from the five states — Alas- 
ka, Mississippi, Louisiana, South 
Carolina and Idaho — that say they 
might reject some portions of their 
stimulus money. 

“If some governors decide to reject 
the money, 45 other states should be 
able to use it to create thousands of 
jobs,” Weiner said, (ap)

Secretary of state relies

BEIJING I U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton charged 
through Asia determined to remake 
America’s image abroad, raising eye- 
brows and a few heckles with charm 
and candor as she spread the Obama 
administration’s message that change 
has come to Washington. 

In Japan, Indonesia, South Korea 
and China, the former first lady used 
her superstar status to press points 
on North Korea’s nuclear program, 
reassure jittery allies, and push coop- 
eration on climate change and the 
financial crisis. 

On her first overseas trip as Presi- 


dent Obama’s chief envoy, Clinton also 
hit a few bumps as she championed 
the administration’s idea of “smart

She infuriated many supporters 
by toning down the traditional U.S. 


emphasis on China’s human rights 
record. She alarmed State Depart- 
ment purists with an on-the-record 
assessment of a previously taboo 
topic, a possible change in leader- 
ship in secretive North Korea. 

In unusual public comments, 
she likened much of diplomacy 
to a high-stakes stare-down and 
dropped in a healthy dose of criti- 
cism for former president George W.

Clinton, who split time in Asia 
between official meetings and infor- 
mal gatherings with students, civic 
leaders and journalists, also said she 
would use her and Obama’s popular- 
ity to make their nation’s case.

GUJIAO, CHINA I Rescuerswearing 
headlamps and oxygen backpacks 
carried dozens of miners to safety 
Sunday after a gas explosion at a 
coal mine in northern China killed 
at least 74- 

The blast at the mine, which 
had for years boasted an exemplary 
safety record, highlighted the per- 
ilous conditions that make China’s 
mining industry the deadliest in 
the world. 

Survivors described how they 
tried to flee along tunnels to escape 
the choking carbon monoxide, but 
were overcome by the fumes. 

‘When it happened, I felt abig gust 
of wind that blew me over,” a miner 
with tubes coming out of his nose told 
state broadcaster CCTV from his hos- 
pital bed. “I got up and started run- 
ning to try to get to the surface. After 
that, I don’t know what happened.” 
His name was not given. 


The official Xinhua News Agen- 
cy said 436 miners were in the 
Tunlan Coal Mine in Gujiao city 
near Taiyuan, the capital of Shanxi 
province, when the pre-dawn blast 
occurred. 

At least 74 miners died and 114 
others were hospitalized, including 
six in critical condition, Xinhua said.

Metro Use Rare for Some of Board

Half of members don’t 
often use the transit 
system they oversee 

As Metro contemplates job and ser- 
vice cuts to help eliminate a budget 
shortfall, some riders are wonder- 
ing how board members can make 
such decisions when many of them 
rarely use the system. 

Half of Metro’s 12 board mem- 
bers, including Chairman Jim Gra- 
ham, do not regularly ride the train 
or bus system they oversee. And 
even as members say they need to 
trim expenses and boost revenue, 
several haven’t paid their parking 
fees at Metro headquarters for at 
least 214 years. 

“I’m actually stunned,” said 
District resident Jan Poston Day, 
a 40 -year- old computer software 
company manager who rides four 
of Metro’s five subway lines daily. 
“How will [Graham] know how 
to advise the management of the 
Metro if he doesn’t know what’s 
going on as a consumer?” 

In the nine years he has served 
on the board, Graham, a D.C. Coun- 
cil member representing Ward 1, 
has not regularly taken the bus or 
subway. 

Now that he’s chairman of the 
Metro board, he said he is climb- 
ing aboard. “I’m going to become a 
more regular rider,” Graham said. 
“On a weekly basis, I will be found 
on the bus.” 

Graham said his most recent bus 
trip was in December. What about

his most recent train trip? “Every 
time I went to a Nationals game, 
because it’s a direct shot from the 
Columbia Heights Metro to the uh,” 
he said, fumbling for the station 
name. An aide supplied it. “Right,” 
Graham said. “Navy Yard.” 

With Metro facing a $29 mil- 
lion deficit in its $1.3 billion bud- 


get, riders fear that $21 million in 
proposed bus and rail service cuts 
will be used to shrink the gap. But 
only Metro’s board can make those 
decisions. Riders had tips for the 
non-riding board members. 

“They should know how it feels 
to stand at a bus stop and the bus 
doesn’t come,” said Josh Silver, a 
Bethesda resident who takes the bus 
and subway. Or how it feels when 
his Red Line train is delayed, he 
misses his T2 bus and then has to 
pay for a $10 cab ride home to pick 
up his daughter from school. 

“If a Metro board member had a 
schedule like mine, it might get them 
a little more concerned about keep- 
ing the service reliable,” Silver said.

Job Tech Etiquette 






While e-mail makes it easier to pitch yourself and set up appointments, think twice 
before picking up that BlackBerry and thumb-typing a messageto a hiring manager. 


The Internet has made 
job searching easier, 
but pitfalls abound 

NOT SO FAST I If there’s any small 
solace when starting a job search in 
this recession, it’s the proliferation 
of digital technology to help you re- 
enter the working world. 

Web sites have multiplied the 
number of job openings you can 
track and the professional contacts 
you can make. E-mail and smart- 
phones make it easier to pitch your- 
self and set up appointments. 

“The electronic piece usually just 
gets your foot in the door,” said Dave 
Willmer, executive director of Rob- 
ert Half Technology, a tech industry 
recruiting division of Menlo Park, 
Calif. -based staffing consultant 
Robert Half International. 

Kate Wendleton, president of the 
Five O’clock Club — a New York- 
based career counseling company 
— says job seekers frequently misuse 
electronic gadgets and the Web and 
run roughshod over professional eti- 
quette. Some of their advice: 

Avoid e-mail blasts: Resist 
responding to each online job list- 
ing in your Reid; focus on those that 
fit the best. 


Embrace snail mail: With snail 
mail, you control the appearance of 
your crafted cover letter and resume. 
With e-mail, the user’s machine can 
control settings for fonts and spac- 
ing. And managers can be wary of 
opening attached resumes for fear of 
unleashing a computer virus. 

Avoid follow-up foibles: If you 
land an interview, pay attention if 
the hiring manager specifies how to 
make any follow-up contacts. Don’t 
follow up on an interview with an 
e-mail sent via a handheld gadget 


— there’s too great a chance you’ll 
type a typo-ridden message. 

Observe boundaries: Even if 
you managed to track down a hir- 
ing manager’s cell phone number, 
don’t call it unless given permission. 

Manage your digital footprint: 
Hiring managers can be expect- 
ed to go beyond your resume and 
references, and perform a back- 
ground check online. Be judicious 
about what you post on social net- 
working sites such as Facebook.

Do you think it’s worth it to shell 
out the big bucks for the new iLife 
instead of using either the old ver- 
sion or the new Picasa for Mac? 

I plan on doing just that myself I 
really like the new iPhoto, even if 
the face-detection feature some- 
times registers awfully high on the 
unintentional-comedy scale. I can’t 
say the same for the new iWork. It 
has some nice features here and 
there, but I just don’t see $79 worth 
of upgrade there. 

I need a new camcorder to replace 
mi MiniDV, and I can’t decide 
among the hard drive units that 
may fail, the flash drive units that 
don’t have as much recording time 
and would force me to buy more 
cards, or to stay with the MiniDV 
format that seems to be prone 
to picking up drive mechanism 
sounds. Do you have any strong 
leanings? 

Speaking of flash memory. I’d get 
a camcorder with an SD card slot. 
This way, you get the durability and 
compactness of flash memory, but 
you’re not stuck with a finite stor- 
age quota. High-capacity SD cards 
are laughably cheap these days 
and seem to be getting cheaper all 
the time. 


One thing about consumer video 
strikes me as infuriating: the prolif- 
eration of formats (MP4, AVCHD, 
HDV, etc.) that are often incom- 
patible with any given video edi- 
tor. You can play stuff back on the 
camera, but it’s often hard to edit. 

Is this going to change soon? 

That’s something that video-editing- 
software developers have to fix. It’s 
not like people are going to ditch a 
$500 camcorder because their $80 
video editor won’t read its files.

Do you know why some of the dig- 
ital sub-channels do not carry 
closed-captioning like the regular 
channels do?

They should — there’s no exemp- 
tion from closed- captioning rules 
for digital broadcasts. But you 
might have to enable them on 
your TV, which is something you’d 
have to flip through its manual to 
find out.

Trusted Roots 


An iconic group is now 
part of Jimmy Fallon’s 
late-night ambitions 

HOUSE BA ND| The Roots are mak- 
ing sandwiches. 

The band is holed up in a Man- 
hattan studio, preparing for their 
new gig as the house band on “Late 
Night With Jimmy Fallon,” the NBC 
show that will take Conan O’Brien’s 


place when O’Brien moves to “The 
Tonight Show.” 

They’re working long days to cre- 
ate 200 “sandwiches” or “beds” — 
the intro and outros that will buffer 
each segment on the show. 

“Right now, my whole life is 
this show,” said drummer Ahmir 
Thompson, better known as ?uest- 
love, in a recent interview as he lazi- 
ly adjusted the pick in his trademark 
Afro, slightly exhausted between 


rehearsals. 

Since forming in Philadel- 
phia in the early 1990s, the Roots 
have been one of the best regard- 
ed bands in hip-hop and music, 
altogether. 

So, when word got out that the 
Roots would be following in the 
tradition of Paul Shaffer and Kevin 
Eubanks, the blogosphere and much 
of the music world erupted in say- 
it-ain’t-so shock. 


Echoing the comments of many, 
Gawker.com wrote that the band 
“opening up for Jimmy Fallon every 
night is the cultural equivalent of 
Miles Davis playing his horn on the 
subway platform.” 

?uestlove has heard the warnings 
about the Roots’ becoming a late- 
showband. He says his friend saxo- 
phonist Branford Marsalis — who 
abruptly quit his gig as Jay Leno’s 
musical foil in the early 1990s — 
cautioned against the move: “You’ll 
be neutered!” 

But ?uestlove says the band’s new 
job has “enabled us to survive.” 

“This would basically match 
or surpass what we would make 
touring 200 -plus days out of the 
year. And, two, this allows us to be 
home,” he said. 

Fallon, a former “Saturday Night 
Live” cast member, has repeated- 
ly touted having “the best band in 
late-night.” The idea came from 
Fallon’s friend Neal Brennan, who 
had worked with ?uestlove when 
?uestlove was music director of 
“Chappelle’s Show” on Comedy 
Central. 

Fallon described pitching the 
band while they gathered in the 
office of Lome Michaels, a execu- 
tive producer of “Late Night”: 

“No. 1, you will raise the bar 
of what a house band is, because 
you’re the Roots and you’re amaz- 
ing. ... No. 2, 1 don’t know who to 
compare you to. You can play with 
Tony Bennett and on a separate 
occasion play with Jay-Z, and it 
works. ... Third, you live in Philly, 
so it’s an hour on the Acela train.”

Despite a Grammy 
loss, Joan Baez knows 
her album is a winner 

ICON I If all the stars had aligned 
for her, Joan Baez would have 
come away from this year’s Gram- 
my Awards with the first record- 
ing academy trophy of her long 
and distinguished career. She was 
nominated for her critically laud- 
ed album “Day After Tomorrow,” 
a sparsely produced collection of 
pointed and illuminating songs by 
contemporary writers including 
Steve Earle (who produced it), Patty 
Griffin, Tom Waits, Elvis Costello 
and Eliza Gilkyson. 

As it happened, Baez had the 
misfortune of being nominated in 
the contemporary folk/Americana 
category with Robert Plant and Ali- 
son Krauss, whose “Raising Sand” 
superstar collaboration turned into 
the unstoppable juggernaut of the 
Grammy ceremony. 

But Baez always has set her sights 
on loftier goals than music industry 
awards, and to her 68-year-old eyes 
and ears, “Day After Tomorrow” 
doesn’t need additional validation. 

There’s the internal spiritual con- 
fidence of Earle’s “God Is God,” Cos- 


tello and T Bone Burnett’s haunting 
portrait of unbridled power and the 
Waits-Kathleen Brennan title tune, 
a song that takes the form of a let- 
ter from a soldier in Iraq. 

Earle stripped away the sonic 
sweetness that’s often been applied 
to Baez’s heavenly soprano voice, 
opting for a dry aural ambience 
that resulted in one of her most 
intimate recordings. 

Since the album came out last 
fall, Baez has been weaving the 


new songs into her concert set 
lists, even though she might easily 
assemble several nights’ worth of 
music from material she recorded 
decades earlier. 

“Sometimes you feel people just 
itching to get to the songs they came 
to hear,” Baez said. “But, with this 
thing, people are very attentive. It’s 
a record I’m really very pleased with. 
... I’m being cautious,” she added with 
a litte laugh. “I’m delighted with it.”

The return 
of the series wasn’t accompanied 
by the fanfare of other mid-season 
premieres such as “American Idol” 
or “Lost.” But the under-the-radar 


drama continues to draw a loyal fan 
base that gravitates toward the pro- 
gram’s cleverly packed mysteries. 

In its first three episodes this 
year, “Medium” averaged 8.5 million 
viewers, making it NBC’s sixth most- 
watched scripted series of the sea- 
son. The show has attracted 45 per- 
cent more viewers than NBC’s past 
10 p.m.

The infamous canned 
meat gains popularity 
as a meal ingredient 

Combined with rice and wrapped 
in nori seaweed. Served with eggs 
or topped with pineapple. Tossed 
in macaroni and cheese, stir-fry 
or salad. Is there no limit to the 
dishes Hawaiians will dream up 
using Spam? 

“As a child, we would make Spam 
sandwiches of Spam straight from 
the can on white bread with mayon- 
naise,” says Ann Kondo Comm, who 
grew up in Hawaii in the ’50s and 
has written several Spam-inspired 
cookbooks. 

Today, Hawaiians eat more 
than 6 million cans of Spam per 
year, the nation’s highest per-cap- 


ita consumption of the processed 
meat, which is cobbled together 
from a mixture of pork shoulder, 
ham, sugar and salt. 

And recently, it got a nod from 
the eater in chief. While vacation- 
ing in Hawaii in December, Presi- 
dent Obama was seen snacking on 
a Spam-filled sushi-like concoction 
while playing golf. 

The state’s love affair with Spam 
began during World War II, when 
rationing created just the right con- 
ditions for the rise of a meat that 
needs no refrigeration and has a 
remarkably long shelf life (indefi- 
nitely, the company says). 

After the war. Spam remained a 
staple, but took off only during the 
’70s, when the product enjoyed a sort 
of epicurean renaissance. Somebody 
— details are a bit murky — created 
Spam musubi, a sushi-like snack. 
Suddenly, Spam got hot. 

Today, mass-produced Spam 
musubi — teriyaki-fried Spam

served on nori-wrapped rice — is 
widely available, including at most 
convenience stores. 

Corum, whose books include 
“Hawaii’s Spam Cookbook,” attri- 
butes the popularity partly to 
Hawaii’s large Asian population. 
“Asians eat a lot of rice. Spam is 
salty, and it goes well with rice,” 
she says. 

While Spam musubi (musubi 
refers to a Japanese rice treat) 
remains the most popular Spam 
dish, the meat is served in a variety 
of forms and at both high-end res- 


taurants and fast-food joints. 

Award-winning restaurateur 
Sam Choy serves Spam kebabs. 
McDonald’s and Burger King dish 
up Spam and eggs. 

“They don’t have burger wars 
in Hawaii; they have Spam burger 
wars,” says Swen Neufeldt, group 
product manager at Hormel Foods, 
the Austin, Minn., company that 
produces Spam. 

In fact, while Spam is much 
mocked on the mainland, the 
canned meat often is referred to 
as Hawaiian steak. 


“People on the mainland look 
down on it as white trash food 
because they’ve never had it,” says 
Corum. “If you’ve only had it baked 
with pineapple on top of it, that’s 
understandable. 

“But cooked other ways, like in 
stir-fry, it’s really good,” she says. 
“It’s the same negative feeling some 
people have toward organ meats 
like tongue. But if you go to France, 
those things are a delicacy.” 

And Neufeldt argues that Hawaii 
isn’t alone, pointing out that the prod- 
uct is in a third of U.S. households. 

“It’s pretty mainstream,” says 
Neufeldt, adding that Spam now 
comes in 11 flavors. “We have a 
Spam state fair recipe contest each 
year. ... I’m just amazed at the cre- 
ative uses that people come up with.”
